He was aged 77 years, 
3 m onths and ll days 
Professor Sheely was an ardent 
lever of books and some months ago 
he concentrated his extensive library 
in his bed room. 
Mr Sheely was born in Mountjoy I 
township, a son of Jacob and Mary 
• Hartm an* Slicely. 
He received a 
public school education and later j 
attended 
Gettysburg college after 
which h« engaged in teaching in the 
public schools cl the county, a vo­ 
cation which he followed for eight ■ 
full term s 
In May, 1863, he was elected to 
the superintendency of the public 
schools of Adams county, and was 
re-elected to this office several times, 
rem aining in office until 1890. 
Seeing the need for a school for 
the education and training of teach­ 
ers Prof Sheely in 1867 established 
a select school which he 'conduct­ 
ed for m any years. 
It received a 
liberal patronage. 
Four places in 
town were used for its work, the 
Oyster building; the building at the 
old Fairgrounds, a house on East 
Middle street, and the house at the 
com er of West Middle and South 
W ashington street, where he resid­ 
ed fur a num ber of years.

New York, Feb. 22 (AP) — The 
kidnaping cf a four-year-old Brook- j 
lyn boy, held seven hours for $7,000 
ransom and released for $300 cash, 
was disclosed today by Coney Island 
police.
